Closing of laboratory work in connection with the joint inspection of 
the Chinese, Japanese, and Latin quarters of San Francisco, Cal.— 
Bacteriological examination of rats and distribution of Danysz virus 
to be continued under direction of city board of health. 


Passed Assistant Surgeon Currie sp en April 25, as follows: 

All the laboratory property in my charge, excepting a few articles 
which for the present are found indispensable, has been transferred 
to the quarantine station at Angel Island. 

After conference with the several official bodies with which we have 
been in close relations during the past few years, it was decided by 
them to dispense with all work now being performed at the city’s 
expense, except the trapping and bacteriological examination of rats 
and the distribution of Danysz virus. These measures will be continued 
for the next two vears under the direction of the laboratory of the 
city board of health. 

The State board of health has not determined just what reduction, 
if any, they will make in the number of persons they employ in the 
inspection of Chinatown. 

At a meeting of the public health commission of California on 
April 22, the subject of continuing the necropsy of bodies of persons 
dying in the Chinese quarter after the closing of our morgue on April 
30 was discussed, but no decision reached. Among the suggestions 
that were made was to continue to hold necropsies in the Chinese 
undertaking shops, or possibly in the coroner’s morgue. In case one of 
these plans is adopted, the Service representative will be expected to 
continue to perform this duty or, should he later be withdrawn by 
bureau orders, this work is to devolve upon one of the State inspect- 
ors. This matter will probably be definitely decided at an early date.

Micnigan.—The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statistics says: 


There were 3,367 deaths returned to the secretary of state for the month of March, 
an increase of 149 over the preceding month. The death rate was 15.5 per 1,000 
population as compared with 16.4 for February and 16 for March, 1904. 

By ages there were 687 deaths of infants under 1 year, 194 deaths of children aged 
1 to 4 years, and 1,070 deaths of persons aged 65 years and over. 

Important causes of death were as follows: Tuberculosis of lungs, 227; other forms 
of tuberculosis, 46; typhoid fever, 31; diphtheria and croup, 26; scarlet fever, 10; 
measles, 16; whooping cough, 5; pneumonia, 399; diarrheal diseases of infants under 
2 years, 58; meningitis, 54; influenza, 150; cancer, 158; accidents and violence, 150. 

There was some increase in the number of deaths reported from tuberculosis and 
cancer and a decrease from typhoid fever and pneumonia, Meningitis showed about 
the same mortality as in February; no epidemic prevalence was reported from any 
part of the State. Three deaths from smallpox occurred, 1 in Alpena city, Alpena 
County; 1 in Jackson city, Jackson County, and 1 in Perry village, Shiawassee County.

The following report by the medical officer of health for the Colony 
on the occurrence of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for the week 
ended March 25, 1905, is published for general information,

Port Elizabeth.—No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital 1 native female died. No case remains under treatment. Three hundred 
and fifty-seven rats (44 found dead) and 271 mice (21 found dead) were bacteriologi- 
cally examined during the week, of which 34 rats and 13 mice proved to be plague- 
infected. 

East London.—Three cases of plague were discovered during the week, namely: A 
native male on the 20th (after death), a European male on the 23d, and a prot me 


male on the 25th instant. At the plague hospital no case was discharged or died. 
Three cases remain under treatment. One hundred and fifty rats (44 found dead ) 
and 35 mice (4 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, of 
which 13 rats and 1 mouse proved to be plagne-infected. 

Other districts of the Colony.—No plague infection was discovered either in man or 
animals. Three hundred and eighty-one rodents were examined during the week 
from the Cape Town harbor board area and the shipping in the harbor, and 694 
were examined by the medical officer of health for the city from the Cape Town 
municipal area.

During the week ended the Ist instant the following vessels were 
inspected and bills of health were issued from this office: On the 25th 
ultimo the British steamship 77t/an, for New York, with a cargo of 
coffee, no passengers of any class, and no change in the crew personnel 
while in this port: on the 30th ultimo the British steamship Corinth, 
for Baltimore, with a cargo of manganese ore, no passengers, and with 
2 new members of the crew signed on here; on the Ist the British 
steamship Byron, for New York, with — first-class and steerage 
passengers from this port, and with no change in the crew personnel 
while here. 

No other vessels left this port for United States, Colonial, Canal 
Zone, or Cuban ports during the period under consideration.

A part of this is supposed to be due to disease among 
cattle imported, as the most recent statistics show that of 111 cattle 
imported from England no less than 77 were proved to be suffering 
from tuberculosis. Sickness among cattle has increased so much in 
Argentina that a dispatch of the 30th ultimo states that the country 
will request that a representative from the Pasteur Institute in Paris 
be detailed to Argentina for the purpose of studying the diseases so 
prevalent among the cattle in that country.

Report from Lynique —_— Suspect plaque and small poar— kpid mae plaque 


th Pisaqua. 


Consul Winans reports, March 25, as follows: 

The inclosed report on the sanitary condition of the neighboring 
port of Pisagua was furnished to me at my request by a merchant still 
at that port. So far as I am able to learn, the report is true in every 
detail. 

The sanitary authorities declare that there is no disease in Iquique 
of an epidemic character, but I learn from contidential sources that 
there are many cases of what appear to be bubonic plague, as well as 
some cases of smallpox. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE-——PISAGUA, 


** Plague made its appearance here during the latter part of January, 
1905, and quickly spread throughout the city. The local authorities 
have not only been negligent in not taking measures to prevent its 
entrance into this port, considering that plague has existed in an 
endemic state for some time previous-—in Iquique on the south and in 
Arica on the north—but also in attempting to conceal the fact that the 
first cases were pronounced bubonic cases. 

** The entire absence of anything approaching sanitation, the squalid- 
ness and filthy condition of the working people's houses, and the deplor- 
able uncleanliness of the lower classes explain the violence with which 
the disease has taken possession of the city. 

**After the appearance of the first cases an enormous mortality was 
noticeable amongst the rats, but this decided indication of the pres- 
ence of bubonic plague was referred to other influences. Owing to 
the want of facilities for treating the stricken people, every possible 
ruse was employed to avoid being taken to the lazaretto, which at the 
heginning meant to the cemetery, and in consequence people attacked 
with the disease would continue walking about the streets, many of 
them falling dead at their work. Others have hidden themselves in 
their houses and their bodies have not been discovered until several 
days after death, and very often in a horrible state of decomposition. 

**A commission of business men was formed to treat the sick people 
and to disinfect the town, and funds were collected in the city to build 
anew lazaretto. The latter was sadly needed, as for want of a suitable 
building many of the sick were compelled to lie in the open air with 
no protection from the sun’s rays. 

**The Santiago government on being appealed to at once initiated 
work by asking for the resignation of the commission. Here, unfor- 
tunately, their efforts ceased, as far as taking determined steps to wipe 
out the epidemic are concerned. 

**Two of the doctors attending the sick have been taken down with 
the disease, and two have left because disinfectants, serum, and medi- 
cines were not to be secured. 

** Doctor Middleton, who was sent from Santiago by the board of 
health to inform them as to the nature of the disease, has not vet 
finished his report. It is believed that if the measures recommended 
by him are carried out the disease can be exterminated, but it is feared 
ey before these measures can be initiated there will be no one left in 
the city. 
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** Nearly all the working people and a number of the smaller merchants 
with their belongings have left for other places. All work in the bay 
has in consequence been suspended. Several ships have been ordered 
from here to load in othér ports, and it is expected that the remaining 
ships will soon receive like orders. All ships to arrive will receive 
instructions to immediately proceed to Iquique.

GERMANY. 
Reports from Berlin—Death rate of Berlin und other evties. 


Consul-General Mason reports, April 10 and 14, as follows: 

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended March 25 was lower 
than it has been at any period since the last 4 months, amounting, 
calculated on the year, to 14.7 per thousand of the population, thus 
being lower than the rate for the corresponding week of last year, in 
which it amounted to 15.2. Three-fourths of the large German towns 
and cities showed less favorable health conditions during the week in 
question than Berlin. The following places had a considerably higher 
death rate than this city, namely: Hamburg, Cologne, Frankfort on the 
Main, Carlsruhe, Dresden, Munich, Nuremberg, Stuttgart, Aix la 
Chapelle, Brunswick, Magdeburg, Breslau, as well as London, Paris, 
and Vienna. On the other hand, the following cities had a lower rate 
of mortality than Berlin, viz: Cassel, Hanover, Leipzig, Charlotten- 
burg (with 11.3), Schéneberg (with 9.1), and Rixdorf (with 8.6). The 
infant death rate dropped from 3.7 to 3.1 per year and thousand, thus 
being lower than the Runhene, Munich, and Leipzig figures. 

There were registered 110 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 86 deaths 
from diseases of the respiratory organs, 44 deaths from cancer, 15 
deaths from scarlet fever, 8 deaths from influenza, 6 deaths from 
measles, 5 deaths from diphtheria, 2 deaths from enteric fever. 
Twenty-one persons died by violence. 

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended April 1 was higher 
than that of the preceding week, amounting, calculated on the year, 
to 15.4 per thousand of the population, this being, however, consider- 
ably lower than the rate for the same week of last year, in which it 
amounted to 16.9 per thousand. Of the large towns and cities of 
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Germany almost two-thirds showed less favorable health conditions 
than Berlin. The following places had a considerably. higher rate of 
mortality than this city, namely: Dresden, Leipzig, Hanover, Bruns- 
wick, Bremen, Nuremberg, Rixdorf (with 18.1), Munich, Stuttgart, 
Strasburg, Magdeburg, Breslau, as well as Paris and Vienna. On the 
other hand, the following cities had a lower death rate than Berlin, 
viz: Carlsruhe, Frankfort, Diisseldorf, Altona, Kiel, Charlottenburg 
(with 12.3), Schéneberg (with 8.6), and also London. The infant 
death rate rose to 3.8 per year and thousand, this being somewhat 
higher than the Hamburg figure, but considerably lower than the 
Munich and Leipzig rate. 

There were registered 115 deaths from phthisis pulmonalis, 88 from 
acute diseases of the respiratory organs, 2% from cancer, 16 from 
scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, 8S from measles, 6 from influenza; 
finally, 4 persons died by violence.

TRANSACTIONS OF SERVICE, 


Sanitary certificate No. 54 issued for 13 bales of goatskins shipped 
to New York. The skins were washed, arsenic cured, and sun dried. 

Sanitary certificate No. 85 issued for 145 bales of East India wool 
shipped to Philadelphia. The wool was properly packed with 
naphthalene. 

Sanitary certificate No. 86 (accompanying consular invoice No. 72 of 
1905) issued for 112 casks of goatskins shipped to New York. The 
skins were soaked in brine and packed in water-tight casks. 

Sanitary certificate No. 87 (accompanying consular invoice No. 73 of 
1905) issued for 5,000 baskets of onions shipped to Manila. These 
onions were grown in districts free from cholera. 

Bill of health, No. 25, was issued on April 4, 1905, to the Danish 
steamship Vordhup, which sailed on that date for Baltimore with a 
cargo of manganese ore. While in dock rat guards were on all cables, 
‘at traps on the ship in different parts, and thorough fumigation of 
the forecastle was performed with sulphur and bichloride of mercury. 
The hold of the vessel was in good sanitary condition. 

On the morning of sailing the usual inspection was held of the 
entire crew. The British port health officer and myself examined 
ach man for fever and enlarged glands. One young American, who 
had been taken on that very morning, was found to haye a temperature 
of 102- F., with a suspicious shotty rash on wrists and forehead. He 
had been placed in charge of the captain only that morning by the 
American consul, who had found him stranded here. The young man 
was at once removed. He had not been in the forecastle, nor had he 
any kit, so there was nothing to disinfect. 

However, | told the captain he could not sail until I had vaccinated 
all on board. This meant a delay of several hours, so the vessel was 
moved out into the harbor, as her berth at the dock was needed for 
another. She was anchored in the harbor with a customs officer on 
board to prevent communication with the shore. 

I procured a supply of glycerinated lymph in tubes, and with the 
consul went out to the vessel in the harbor. Here we vaccinated 28 
of the crew: one passenger, who was recently vaccinated, was allowed 
to pass without revaccination, as well as her little child. She was 
signed on as stewardess, as the vessel is not supposed to carry passen- 
gers. After the vaccination the vessel was allowed to proceed.

During the month of March 130 persons were vaccinated for the 
Canal Zone, and in addition 14 certificates of vaccination were issued. 
Seven vessels were granted bills of health after the usual inspection, 
fumigation, disinfection of baggage, ete. 

A senior student in the medical college at Lima accidentally inocu- 
lated himself while assisting at a necropsy of a case of plague on ‘April 1, 
and developed the disease on April 7. Though se riously ill it is hoped 
that he will recover. It may be noted that there is no prejudice here 
against the use of sera in the treatment of this disease, and it is not 
uncommon for patients to reveal themselves by seeking treatment. 
No serum was administered in this case until symptoms appeared. 

We have been somewhat annoyed here by boatmen stealing labels 
off baggage before the paste is dry and transferring them to baggage 
that has not been disinfected. This we have very ‘effectually stopped 
by placing the seal of the disinfecting station half on the label and 
half on the trunk or other article which has been disinfected. Another 
practice which was attempted in the beginning was for a trunk to be 
brought down empty and after having been disinfected to have its 
contents, which had been removed prior to disinfection, replaced. A 
label placed over the seam of the trunk in such manner as to make 
it impossible to open the trunk without breaking the label stopped this 
practice in its infaney. Perhaps the most annoying practice was that 
of ships’ officers receiving on board baggage which bore no label what- 
ever. At the request of Doctor Castro Gutierrez, who conceived the 
idea, Doctor Arce secured an instruction to the customs officials to inter- 
cept ull baggage not bearing a proper label before it left ~ dock. 
This practice has been in operation for several months and is very 
effective. 

In disinfecting baggage we have occasionally encountered mice con- 
cealed in boxes or trunks, and vesterday a rat was so found. The 
articles carried by the average steerage passenger here are peculiarly 
liable to convey infection on account of their nature and condition, it 
being not unusual to find a vessel destined to receive human excreta 
asa part of such passengers’ equipments, nor are such vessels always 
properly cleansed after use. 
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The steamship Lemar? arrived here on April 1, ten days out from 
Valparaiso, having had 30 new men, who were shipped in that port, 
raccinated on leaving. I examined the arms of these men, and there 
was not a single positive result. I do not believe that they were all 
immune. Somany reports have reached me concerning the inefficiency 
of vaccination as practiced in Chile that in the light of a continued 
increase in the number of cases of smallpox, and an occurrence such 
as I have noted on the Z/mar/, I am led to believe that there may be 
some truth in these reports. 

Bills of health from Iquique dated April + bear the following in- 
dorsement: ** No infectious disease declared at this port, but cases of 
suspected infectious disease are under observation.” Private advices 
state that cases of plague continue to occur in Iquique. Bills of health 
from Arica dated April 5 give 8 cases of plague and 2 deaths during 
the two weeks immediately preceding. 

Among the causes of death in Lima during the two weeks ended 
March 15 I note the following: Tuberculosis, 28; smallpox, 1; plague, 
3; enteric fever, 4; estimated population, 120,000,

The vessels detained in quarantine were the Red D Line steamships 
Philaddphia and Caracas, from ports of Venezuela and Curagao, which 
arrived on March 4+ and 22, respectively; the Norwegian ee umship 
Scotia, from Curacao, on March 4, and the Spanish Mail ste amship 
Montserrat, from Central and South American ports, which arrived 
on March 21, 105. All of these vessels were permitted to transact 
business under guard as usual. The British steamship Vewhurn, 
which arrived at this port on March 3 from Buenos Ayres with a 
cargo of jerked beef, was not held in quarantine, but a guard was 
placed aboard to watch the unloading of the sacks of beef into the 
lighters and to ascertain if there were any evidences of the presence 
of rats aboard. The sacks were found to be intact and it is believed 
that there were few, if any. rats aboard. 

No quarantinable diseases were reported in this vicinity during the 
month.
